Gentlemen: 

You  have  referred  to  me  for  my  recommendation,  a 
petition  for  the  vacation  of  Swinney  Avenue  from  Phenie 
Street  to  the  St.  Mary's  River. 

Inasmuch  as  this  procedure  is  quite  common  in  con- 
nection with  large  industrial  plants,  and  since  no  pro- 
perty privately  owned  would  be  injuriously  affected 
thereby,  I can  see  no  reason  for  not  granting  the  request. 
I would  suggest,  however,  that  an  easement  for  sewer  con- 
struction and  maintenance  be  preserved  in  and  along  this 
street.  We  should  also  have  a strip  of  ground  at  least 
25  feet  wide  along  the  St.  Mary's  River  bank  from  Taylor 
Street  to  Swinney  Avenue,  and,  if  possible,  the  North 
side  of  Taylor  Street  should  be  set  back  about  40  feet.

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Port  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  vacate  that  portion 
of  Swinney  Avenue  from  the  west  line  of  Phenie  Street  on  the  north  side 
of  Swinney  Avenue  to  a point  twelve  (12)  feet  east  of  the  west  line  of 
Swinney's  Addition  Extended. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  street  vacation  as  above 
described  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
of  said  City.
